One  of  Extension’s  major  contributions  has  been  the  development  of  leadership 
in  persons  it  has  served.  Some  of  you  reminded  us  recently,  in  considering 
this  leadership  development,  that  "Among  the  most  important  skills  which  the 
professional  leader  possesses  is  ability  to  identify  lay  leaders,  to  develop 
then,  and  guide  them  as  they  mature." 

Cur  field  contacts  in  States  verify  that  there  is  a many-frontal  interest- 
approach  being  taken  in  U— H currently.

Rural  Youth  of  USA  meeting,  September  10-lli,  1958,  was  a real  success  again 
this  year  with  registrations  up  nearly  100  from  last  year,  A setting  like 
Estes  Park,  Colo,,  can't  be  beat  for  a good  conference.  Eighteen  States  were 
represented  by  252  people.  Largest  delegations  came  from  Michigan  and  Nebraska, 
Those  coming  the  farthest  were  from  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  and  New  York 
State, 

Newly  elected  Advisory  Committee  member  was  Father  Bricker  of  Kentucky,  Other 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  are  Dr.  James  Ansel,  Western  Michigan  Uni- 
versity] Wib  Justi,  National  Grange]  Flossie  Harris,  National  Farmers  Union] 
Howard  McClarren  of  A.I.C.,  aid  John  Banning,  FES. 

5-States  YMW  Conference  - Jackson's  Mill,  W,  Va,,  October  17-19*  An  excellent 
program  carried  out  the  theme--"Look,  Listen,  Lead."  Beautiful  weather  and 
fall  colors  of  Jackson's  Mill  plus  a large  group  of  young  people  (attendance 
up  nearly  100  over  last  year)  contributed  to  the  conference's  success.  Two 
States — Kentucky  and  Pennsylvania — visited  the  conference  to  get  ideas  for 
programs  in  their  States,

SHARING  SOME  OF  THE  GOOD  IDEAS  IN  USE  IN  THE  STATES; 

LEADERSHIP  TRAINING: 

New  Hampshire  - Leaders  Federation 

Veteran  b-H  Club  leaders  whose  service  to  the  b-H  youth  program  extends 
from  15  to  bO  years  were  honored  at  the  annual  fall  meeting  of  the  N.  H, 
Federation  of  b-H  Club  leaders.  They  received  certificates  of  appreci- 
ation and  commendation  from  Samuel  ¥.  Hoitt,  Director  of  Extension. 

Tennessee  - Progress  with  Leadership  Training 

Three  Tennessee  counties  have  participated  to  date  in  the  test  phase  of 
"b-H  Leader  Training  in  Depth."  Approximately  300  leaders  have  attended 
one  or  more  of  the  7 sessions  offered,  A total  of  1^0  of  these  have  quali- 
fied for  graduation  certificates  by  having  attended  four  or  more  sessions. 
Dyer  County  inaugurated  the  program  in  January^  Washington  County  held  its 
first  session  in  April  and  Wilson  County  will  complete  the  basic  training 
course  on  October  16.  In  each  county  the  maximum  goal  of  enrolling  bO 
leaders  to  attend  four  or  more  sessions  has  been  exceeded.  The  goal  of  the 
training  which  encompasses  17  hours  of  intensive  instruction  is  to  prepare 
each  leader  to  successfully  guide  the  activities  of  a local  b-H  Club  or 
project  group  on  a year-round  basis. 

Eight  additional  counties  have  submitted  written  applications  for  the  "b-H 
Club  Leader  Training  in  Depth"  program  for  this  fall  and  winter, 

Vermont  - Leader  and  Staff  Training 

A series  of  meetings  for  Vermont  local  b-H  Club  leaders  was  held  in  October 
with  meetings  focused  on  the  b-H  junior  leadership  program  and  the  needs 
of  teen-agers.  Details  of  each  meeting  were  planned  by  committees  of  local 
leaders  and  club  agents  in  the  counties  concerned, 

"Vermont  b-H  Club  agents  also  met  recently  with  Laurel  Sabrosky  of  FES, 
During  the  three-day  conference,  Mrs.  Sabrosky  helped  the  agents  develop 
a method  for  determining  the  progress  of  a county  b-H  Club  program. 
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NEW  SLANTS  ON  PROJECTS  s 

Eastern  States  - Invitational  U-H  Horse  Activity 

The  Eastern  States  show  of  West  Springfield,  Mass.,  included  about  50  U-H 
Horse  Club  members  who  own  or  have  managed  and  used  horses  as  a U-H  project 
prior  to  April  1,  1958*  All  participants  entered  judging,  showmanship  and 
equitation.  Ribbons  were  awarded  based  on  skill,  knowledge  and  performance 
of  exhibitor, 

Alaska  - Garden  Project  Highest 

The  newest  State-to-be  achieved  2U  percent  of  membership  increase  in  1958, 
Gardening  is  the  most  popular  project,  with  clothing  coming  next  in  line, 

Illinois  - U-H  Enrollment  Reaches  All-Time  High 

Membership  in  Illinois  U-H  Clubs  tops  the  previous  enrollment  record,  set 
in  1 955*  by  more  than  3*000  members.  Many  factors  are  responsible  for  the 
new  record  but  high  on  the  list  are  three  new  U— H projects  introduced  this 
year:  Photography,  automotive  maintenance,  and  baby-sitting.  The  new 

projects  are  easier  for  urban  youth  to  handle  and  often  make  it  possible 
for  city  boys  and  girls  to  belong  to  a U-H  Club  whereas  they  could  not 
handle  other  agricultural  projects  such  as  livestock.  The  wider  range  of 
projects  and  increased  efforts  by  local  and  State  U— H leaders  are  snow- 
balling city  enrollment,  especially  in  the  Chicago  area, 

Missouri  - U-H1 ers-to-Market  Day 

Eastern  Missouri  U-H  beef  producers  marketed  cattle  at  National  Stock  Yards, 
111,,  in  September,  T'he  members  didn't  show  their  cattle — the  event  was  a 
marketing  program  only.  Cattle  were  sorted  into  uniform  lots  and  were  sold 
to  regular  buyers  at  the  stockyards.  Another  feature  was  a demonstration 
of  both  feeder  and  market  cattle  grades.  The  annual  educational  event  is 
sponsored  by  Producers  Livestock  Marketing  Association  and  National  Stock- 
yards  Company,  along  with  Missouri  and  Illinois  .Agricultural  Extension 
Services. 

Michigan  - New  U-H  TV  Club  is  Under  Way 

Another  U-H  Club  series  of  ten  30-minute  programs  has  been  kinescoped  for 
release  to  television  stations  in  the  State  in  1 959*  The  new  series  is 
"U-H  TV  Science  Club." 

The  "U-H  TV  Electrical  Club"  series  shown  on  WJBK-TV,  Detroit,  and  WJIM-TV, 
Lansing,  last  winter  will  be  shown  on  other  Michigan  television  stations 
this  winter.  Arrangements  are  being  made  now  for  release  of  the  series.

CAREERS  EMPHASIS s 

Georgia  - State  b-H  Council  Meeting 

"Careers  in  Home  Economics"  was  a featured  presentation  for  girls.  Edu- 
cators* commercial  friends  and  homemakers  helped  to  show  the  preparation 
needed  and  the  satisfactions  in  their  particular  fields.  During  the  same 
period*  the  boys  were  having  career  exploration  help  from  Romaine  Smith* 
Youngfolks  editor  of  the  Progressive  Farmer,  The  two  agents*  associations* 
home  demonstration  and  agricultural  agents*  followed  with  a tea  for  both 
boys  and  girls  attending  the  Council  meeting, 

Virginia  - State  and  District  Camps 

Virginia  has  been  leading  out  in  the  preparation  of  materials  on  a b-H 
Career  Exploration  Project,  During  the  summer*  more  than  300  senior  b-H 
Club  members  were  assisted  with  career  plans  at  different  State  and  dis- 
trict b-H  camps,  classes  were  conducted  on  "study  yourself*"  "study  job 
demands*"  and  "steps  to  a good  vocational  choice,"  According  to  a survey* 
.members  would  like  to  see  this  project  continued.  Eighty-seven  percent 
of  the  senior  b-H’ers  stated  that  class  sessions  had  stimulated  an  interest 
to  the  point  where  they  wanted  to  study  a number  of  different  careers  be- 
fore making  a choice.  Dr,  George  Blume*  Extension  Sociologist,  has  been 
taking  the  lead  in  this  project. 


PROGRESS  WITH  b-H  CAMPING: 

Mississippi  - Increased  Members 

Mississippi  has  had  a new  high  of  b-H  Campers  in  its  four  b-H  Club  Centers, 
These  centers  are  located  at  Sardis  Lake*  Choctaw  Lake*  Ocean  Springs* 
and  Canton,  The  camp  program  combines  training  in  appreciation  for  the 
out-of-doors*  useful  project  subjects*  leadership  and  recreation. 
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West  Virginia  - County  Camps 

Sixty-seven  county  5-H  camps  were  held  in  West  Virginia  this  past  summer 
with  9,716  young  people  attending.  This  is  an  increase  of  306  boys  and 
girls  over  1957 • In  addition  to  the  9*716  young  people,  1,355  adults  were 
in  these  camps  to  teach  classes,  direct  camp,  cook,  and  help  in  any  other 
way  needed.  Of  these,  718  were  volunteer  5-H  Club  leaders.  During  these 
camps,  666  h-H  charting  projects  were  checked. 


ACTIVITIES  WORTH  NOTING: 

California  - Three-County  Exchange 

The  Shasta-Humbolt -Tulare  exchange  is  based  on  the  general  idea  of  IFYE, 
although  less  complex.  The  U-H  delegates  spend  two  weeks  living  in  homes 
of  5-H  families.  Hi-U-H  members  of  the  host  county  plan  a farewell  event 
to  honor  the  visitors. 

Minnesota  - Dual  Score  for  Health  -Achievement 

Diane  Schutte,  and  Gene  Stallkamp  were  recently  named  Minnesota's  5-H  health 
achievement  champions  for  1958.  Announcement  was  made  during  the  annual 
5-H  health  camp.  The  two  were  selected  both  for  their  own  good  physical 
condition  and  for  improvements  made  toward  more  healthful  living  in  their 
families  and  communities. 

Montana  - Five  Youth  Groups  Cooperate 

Five  different  youth  groups  cooperated  in  planning  and  staging  the  matin 
hours  at  the  Montana  5-H  Congress:  Campfire  Girls,  Girl  Scouts,  Boy  Scouts, 

Hope  Lutheran  Junior  League,  and  5-H.  This  was  culmination  of  training 
given  last  January  when  Extension  invited  youth  program  representatives  to 
share  in  workshop  training  on  music  and  dramatics  with  Grace  Walker, 

Ohio  - Study  Functions  of  State  Government 

A know-your-government  feature  of  the  5lst  annual  5-H  Club  Congress  was  a 
mock  legislative  session,  A bill  before  the  5-H'ers  proposed  that  all 
secondary  schools  in  Ohio  require  a minimum  of  3 years  of  science  and  3 
years  of  mathematics  for  all  students. 

Oklahoma  - Exchanges  with  Kentucky  and  Colorado 

An  exchange  with  ex-5-H  members  has  been  developed  in  Oklahoma,  Recently 
the  32  Beaver  County  5-H'ers  visited  Hardin  County,  Ky, , 5-H  Club  boys  and 
girls.  This  was  a 5-day  tour  and  visits  in  the  homes  of  Kentucky  5-H  mem- 
bers, as  well  as  many  sight-seeing  adventures.  Also,  Blaine  County  5-H 
teen-agers  visited  Alamosa  County,  Colo,  Twenty -nine  5-H'ers  participated. 
"These  Coloradans  do  things  in  a big  way,"  quoted  some  of  the  members.

West  Virginia  - Theme  for  Health  Program 

"Teeth  White — Smile  Bright"  will  spark  the  U-H  health  program  during  the 
1958-59  club  year.  The  main  objective  of  the  health  theme*  "Teeth  White — 
Smile  Bright*"  is  to  encourage  all  boys  and  girls,  as  well  as  adults,  to 
understand  and  practice  dental  health  habits  which  can  contribute  to 
healthier,  prettier  teeth.  The  emphasis  of  this  program  is  being  placed  on 
three  main  areas : (l)  Keep  them  white,  (2)  eat  right,  (3)  be  bright — see 

your  dentist.

The  President  recently  announced  that  a White  House  Conference  will  be  held 
in  March,  I960,  here  in  Washington,  D.C.  Enclosed  is  an  announcement  of 
plans  for  the  event  and  for  the  program  of  study  and  research  to  precede 
it. 

In  order  that  all  educational  and  welfare  agencies  may  make  a maximum  con- 
tribution to  work  with  young  people,  the  planning  group  recommends  that 
State  and  local  action  and  planning  committees  be  activated  at  the  earliest 
possible  date.  State  Governors  are  called  upon  to  establish  State  com- 
mittees. In  many  metropolitan  areas,  many  youth  development  committees  will 
also  be  called  upon  to  assist.

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AN  EDUCATOR  VIEWS  H-H  — 

"Next  to  the  churchy  H-H  is  the  best  thing  for  farm  youth."  "H-H  is  the 
greatest  supplement  to  school  education."  These  were  typical  comments  of 
former  members  of  Geary  County’s  Humboldt  H-H  Club  relating  the  values  of 
their  h-H  experiences  to  F.  D.  Farrell,  president  emeritus  of  Kansas  State 
College,  Manhattan,  in  a study  he  conducted  this  past  year. 

The  investigation  of  a Kansas  U— H Club  was  the  iHth  in  a series  of  studies  of 
Kansas  rural  institutions  made  by  Farrell.  His  findings  are  contained  in  a 
22-page  circular  just  published  by  the  agricultural  experiment  station  at 
Kansas  State  College. 

"When  one  considers  that  projects  in  agriculture  and  home  economics  are  sup- 
plemented by  numerous  recreational,  patriotic,  and  other  activities,  one  is 
likely  to  place  a high  estimate  on  the  value  and  significance  of  H-H  Club 
work,"  says  Dr.  Farrell. 

The  former  Kansas  State  president  concludes,  "There  is  no  doubt  that  in  public 
esteem  the  H-H  Club  ranks  at  or  near  the  top  of  American  rural  institutions. 
This  rural  institution  enlists  the  enthusiastic  approval  of  virtually  all 
classes  of  American  citizens,  both  rural  and  urban.  It  is  a youth  organization 
devoted  wholly  and  enthusiastically  to  ideals  and  activities  that  receive 
virtually  universal  approval  in  this  country."
